Title:  An act relating to ballot envelopes.

Background:  County auditors are required to send each absentee voter (voter) a ballot, 
security envelope, and larger return envelope.  Voters must print their name and address on 
the return envelope and sign a declaration that they are qualified to vote.  The return 
envelopes must have a secrecy flap that voters may seal to cover their signature and optional 
telephone number. 

Summary of Bill:  Secrecy flaps are not required for return envelopes.  The return envelopes 
may provide secrecy for the voter's signature and optional telephone number.

Effective Date:  Ninety days after adjournment of session in which bill is passed.
